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1. This Division has contacted Revertnd JgaalX^ 
SolowlJ, a priest of the Eastern Catholic rite'. 

Father SolowlJ was bom In Zalesce (powlat Bobrka), 
Austria-Hungary on 28 September 1890. He completed 
his gymnasium studies In Lwow In 1908, and his 
theological studies at the University of Lwow In 
191^. He was oi*dalned In December 1912. 

2. Father SolowlJ served as pastor In Puklw, 

powlat Rohatyn, from until July IQAlt . He fled 

In 19^# and after residence In a series of DP camps 
In Austria and Germany, he arrived in the US In 1950. 

3. Father SolowlJ Is knowledgeable on the 
Rohatyn area of the Ukraine. He claims the town 
contained about two thousand people, all Ukralnans. 
During World War II, according to Father SolowlJ, 

all the men of the town escaped to the forests to fight 
with the Ukralnan Partisan Army (UFA) or Joined the 
Ukralnan Division that fought on the side of the 
Germans against the Soviets. 



4. Father SolowlJ corresponds with his 
brother-in-law In Stanlsiawow. Father SolowlJ sends 
his letters to friends In Warsaw who In turn transmit 
the letter to Stanlsiawow.
